“TI am first a wife, a mother 
and a grandmother; 
a business woman,” 
Mrs. Riggs, who is a real 
estate agent with offices in 
Ontario and is a resident of 
Upland at 1371 W. Seventh St., 
with her husband, Earl F. 
Riggs, 
came to Upland in 1911. 


An Uplander herself for the 


past 1014 years, Mrs. Riggs 
is completing her second term 
as president of Upland Wom- 
auw’s club. Her other civic work 
in Upland has included chair- 
manship for the mothers’ 
march of the 1957 March of 
Dimes, and serving the local 
chapter of the Red Cross in 
its fund drive. Secretary of 
Upland Taxpayers Assn. since 
its inception, Mrs. Riggs re- 
ports having ‘‘followed the ac- 
tions of both the planning com- 
mission and city council close- 
ly and I feel there is a place 
for women’s viewpoint on the 
city council.’’ 

Prior to coming to Upland, 
Mrs. Riggs worked as an ex- 
ecutive secretary for an_ in- 
surance counselor in Los An- 
geles. She reports receiving 
her education in the Los An- 
major- 
ing in business administra- 
tion, bookkeeping and secre- 
tarial subjects. Mrs. Riggs re- 


cently completed a real estate | 


law course which she _ has 
“found valuable to a business 
woman as well as a home- 
maker.”’ 

The Upland club leader’s 
biography appeared in Who’s 
Who on the Pacific Coast in 
1953 for organization work 
accomplished as national vice 
president of the Auxiliary to 
the Sons of Union Veterans 
of the Civil War, which group 
she served as state president 
in 1949. Mrs. Riggs was also 
in charge of convention ar- 
rangements for the 1957 na- 
tional convention of the SUV 
and Auxiliary. 

“T hold no public office and 
can give full time to the du- 
ties of serving our city,’ the 
woman council candidate told 
The Upland News. “I am only 
interested in serving the city 
if it is the wish of the voters 
to maintain a very high stand- 
ard of building, a zoning or- 
dinance strict enough to pro- 
tect the public, but flexible 
enough to meet the changing 
needs of our community.” 

Mrs. Riggs also said she 
feels that ‘“‘Upland needs bet- 
ter public relations, encour- 
agement to business and in- 
dustry to locate here and
